The word “Christmas” is derived from the medieval “Christ- 
masse,” the Mass of Christ, the feast commerating the birth of 
Christ and observed by the Christian Church annually on the 
twenty-fifth day of December. The observance of this day of each 


December is ascribed to Julius, Bishop of Rome in the period of the | 


time between 337 and 352 A. D. 
Nearly all Christendom observes Chistmas on that date socially 
if not religiously. The holly, the mistletoe, and the yule log are relics 


of pre-christian times. 


The custom of giving presents at Christmas time has come down 
from ancient usage, but it has become consecrated by the ages, and 
now contributes greatly to make this festival an interesting event to 
families. 

The sending of Christmas cards by way of friendly greeting 
and remembrance has grown since the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty. 

The Christmas tree, a young spruce or fir with its branches 
gaily illuminated with collored candles then, but with colored electric 
lights now and adorned with parti-colored ornaments and gifts, is of 
German origin. From ancient Germany it went to Great Britain, and, 
today, is where the customs of so many nationalities are gathered and 
gradually fused into common usage.

Today our priceless ' relic of lib- 


erty rests in the place of honor di- 
rectly beneath the bell tower of in- 
dependence Hall. With the advent 
of war, the Bell’s walnut base was 
mounted on rollers in order that it 
might be wheeled to a safer place 
in time of emergency. 

When it was found that almost a 
day would be consumed in moving 
the 2,080-pound Bell, the Insurance 
Company of North America offer- 
ed to defray the cost of construct- 


ing a_ fireproof and bombproof 
vault into which the Bell might 
quickiy be lowered in the event 


of fire or air raid. The gift was 
accepted by Mayor Bernard Sam- 
uel of Philadelphia arid the con- 
strution was authorized as soon 
as material is made available. 
According to the plans, the Bell 
and its walnut frame and standard 
will rest on a _ platform elavator 
raised to floor level. In the event 
of an air raid warning, fire or

We have received the War Stamp 
and Bond sales report for the first 
three weeks in March and are al- 
most ashamed to print it.

WHAT “EQUALS” MEANS 





All the scrap materials that the 
Nation has collected must now be 
converted into war equipment. We 
were told, while the campaign was 
under way, that one wash pail will 
yield three bayonets; that an old 
car equals two Army “Jeeps.” 


That information was correct-- 
as far as it went.: It failed _ to 
mention the fact that it takes 


money to put the “junk” through 
many processes before it emerges 





as shells, guns, tanks, or any other 
war material. The full story is 
that a wash pail -- plus $15 -- will 
produce three bayonets. An old 
car can be turned into two “jeeps” 
at a cost of $1,875. 

Collecting the scrap was there- 
fore only the beginning of the task. 
Everyone must now pitch in to 
finish the job by purchasing war 
stamps and bonds. For if we have 
money and not the scrap, the war 
program suffers, just as it does if 
we have the scrap and not the mon- 
ey toproduce the war materials. 
The two efforts go together. 

This is one of the best examples 
of the fact that the war program 
jis not made up of separate cam- 
paigning and separate needs. They 
are all tied together, and must 
move ahead as one great effort. 
Everyone, young and old, can help, 
by saving, serving and conserving 
and today, savings “mean war say- 
ings-war stamps and bonds.
